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To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 

Horncastle  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  19&4. 

In  1963  the  Council  cracked  the  shell  of  the  major  problem  of 
housing  shortage  and  houses  are  now  coming  forward  in  reasonable 
numbers  with  an  expectation  of  a quickening  tempo. 

Our  other  sore  point  has  now  been  tackled  - that  of  sewage 
disposal.  The  penalty  of  being  a pioneer  in  any  field  of  development 
is  that  a period  of  complacency  follows  duoriLng  which  others  leapfrog 
ahead  until  a major  effort  is  again  required  to  catch  up.  This  is 
apt  to  be  true  in  all  fields  of  human  endeavour  but  especially  where 
a body  corporate  rather  than  an  individual  is  concerned.  It  must  be 
expected,  therefore,  that  when  the  Engineers  produce  their  scheme  for 
the  redevelopment  of  Horncastle 1 s Sewage  Disposal  Plant,  that  it  will 
be  expensive.  Nevertheless,  during  the  years  that  this  scheme  has 
been  deferred  in  the  vain  hope  of  decreasing  costs  or  lowered  interest 
rates,  the  contrary  has  been  observed  in  each  case,  and  there  is  no 
real  reason  to  suppose  that,  short  of  a war-time  type  of  control  of 
works,  prices  and  profits  throughout  the  land,  there  will  be  any 
betterment  by  deferring  further,  even  if  the  indulgence  of  the 
River  Authority  could  be  presumed  upon.  It  is  no  longer  ree.sona.ble, 
either,  to  assume  that  the  standard  of  effluent  which  satisfied  the 
criteria,  of  the  Royal  Commission  will  remain  acceptable  in  the  future. 
A considerably  higher  standard  should  be  aimed  at,  bearing  in  mind 
that  the  rising  demand  for  water  will  not  allow  spoilage  of  any 
source  of  usable  water. 

Before  leaving  the  subject  of  wa.ter,  it  is  proper  to  mention 
another  matter  dear  to  my  heart;  the  Swimming  Pool,  Possibly  among 
the  oldest  in  the  country,  it  has  been  progressively  improved  during 
the  past  twelve  years  almost  beyond  recognition.  Filtration  plant 
long  needed,  was  approved  during  1964  end  is  being  insta.lled. 

Henceforth  the  water  will  not  only  be  safe  - as  it  has  been 
for  years,  but  it  will  look  sate  and  will,  I hope  greatly  increase 
the  proportion  of  children  who  learn  to  swim  when  young. 

I ha.ve  previously  commented  upon  the  waste  of  water  involved 
in  using  a,  2 gallon  flush  for  a.  Y/.C.  when  used  only  for  urine. 

The  modified  design  is  little  if  any  more  expensive  and  it  would 
make  sense  if  it  were  specified  in  all  renewals.  It  would  be  a sound 
investment  to  consider  a grant  where  this  type,  of  dual -flush,  cistern 
is  used.  The  benefit  would  be  both  to  the  Council  a.s  the  sewage 
disposal  authority  and  to  the  water  board,  but  there  may  be  additional 
benefits  to  the  householder  where  there  are  several  children,  in  that 
a one-gallon  flush  is  more  quickly  replaced  to  cope  with  a queue. 
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The  water  saved  In  the  average  hone  would  "be  ample  for  the  regular 
after-toilet  handwash! 

Sane  years  ago  the  word  ’ slum-clearance ' was  much  used  but 
it  is  heard  less  today.  Nevertheless,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
the  present  rate  of  building  in  the  town  would,  if  continued  unchanged, 
replace  all  existing  dwellings  in  62  years.  In  the  Rural  District  of 
Horncastle  the  figure  is  75  years  whilst  for  Welt  on  Rural  District, 
with  its  Urban  overspill  it  is  as  low  as  22  years,  Horncastle  Councils 
own  programme  will  in  the  near  future  bring  down  the  replacement  time 
very  considerably.  In  view  of  the  dramatic  rise  in  the  birth  rate  during 
the  past  decade,  this  is  timely,  but  it  is  evident  that  along  with 
extra  housing  and  play  facilities,  there  must  be  extra,  child  welfare 
and  educational  facilities  and  I hope,  eventually  more  employment. 

All  progress  costs  money  but  fiscal  policy  is  to  remove  unused 
spending  power  and  give  to  those  who  arc  engaged  on  improvements,  A 
reactionary  or  insufficiently  aggressive  policy  therefore  allows 
slightly  lower  rates  but  of  these  raates  so  much  goes  elsewhere  that 
little  is  left  for  local  work.  On  the  other  hand  a vigorous  programme, 
whilst  inevitably  raising  local,  rates,  does  usually  attract  outside 
help  so  that  the  good  done  exceeds  the  cost  that  is  locally  borne.

Of  these,  the  death  from  the  motor  vehicle  a.ccident  appeared  to 
result  from  momentary  lack  of  attention  and  I can  see  nothing  that 
could  have  been  done  to  prevent  it#  Insofar  as  the  others  are 
concerned,  pneumonia,  and  bronchitis  are  diseases  associated  with 
smoking  as  also  is  coronary  artery  disease*  The  causes  of  ulcerative 
colitis  are  not  well  understood,  but  continued  emotional  stress 
concealed  from  the  outside  world  is  a common  factor,  as  it  is  with 
peptic  ulcer,  whilst  avoidance  of  milk  benefits  some  cases* 

It  is  thus  possible  that  Health  Education  in  its  widest  sense 
might  have  avoided  almost  all  these  premature  deaths.

Preventive  Measures 
(i)  Specific  Diseases 

The  uniform  policy  of  routine  vaccination  and  immunization  has 
remained  unchanged  and  appears  to  have  been  successful. 
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It  is  evident  that  more  than  mere  chance  plus  improved 
environment  is  at  work  when  242  cases  of  measles  occurred  last  year  in 
the  absence  of  any  specific  protection.  It  does  now  appear  that  a 
vaccine  against  this  disease  may  be  one  of  the  next  advances  in 
protective  medicine. 

It  is  increasingly  shown  in  a different  form  of  illness  prevention 
- the  prevention  of  cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb  by  microscopic 
examination  of  secretions  either  as  pant  of  normal  gynaecological, 
examination  or  at  special  clinics.  Another  prong  against  this  disease 
might  well  be  the  adoption  of  universai  circumcision  of  infant  boys. 

This  would  also  eliminate  cancer  of  the  penis,  but  this  is  a 
comparitiveiy  rare  disease.  It  is  difficult  for  the  parents  of  a 
new  baby  to  envisage  having  oven  a.  trivial  cpera.tion  performed  for  the 
benefit  of  some  person  unknown  in  fifty  years  time,  and  thus  it  seems 
that  this  true  preventive  a.ction  will  not  readily  be  acceptable. 

Apart  from  religious  reasons,  circumcision  is  performed  very  rarely 
indeed,  since  it  is  recognised  that  retro.ctability  of  the  foreskin 
is  not  to  be  expected  for  some  years,  by  which  time  the  operation 
is  often  best  deferred  until  it  can  be  agreed  to  by  the  child 
himself. 

In  a similar  ca.tegory  cones  fluoride  correction  of  water  to 
preserve  dental  health.  It  is  unfortunate  that  no  reasonably 
effective  alternative  exists  for  the  benefit  of  the  51  antis"  who  axe 
entitled  to  their  views,  misguided  as  I believe  them  to  be. 

Meanwhile  it  seems  that  there  will  be  a long  delay  before  any 
benefit  comes  to  Homcastle,  since  the  present  source  would  be 
uneconomic  to  treat;  nevertheless,  since  it  serves  a local 
community,  it  could  be  used  as  a pilot  scheme,  as  the  County  Council 
would  be  the  financially  responsible  authority  and  are  in  favour  of 
fluoridation. 

These  ore  examples  where  public  action  can  contribute  to 
individual  protection  from  certain  diseases. 

(ii)  General  Preventive  Measures 

During  the  yeax,  profound  nation. 1 interest  wc.s  centred  on 
Aberdeen  and  it  is  saafe  to  so.y  that  never  before  has  the  personal 
hygiene  of  a city  became  so  nearly  perfect  within  a very  short  time. 
Unfortunately,  soon  after  the  epidemic  come  under  control  and  the 
clement  of  fear  subsided,  so  did  the  standard  of  hygiene,  according 
to  Dr.  McQueen. 

I would  still  suspect,  however,  tho.t  any  M.O.H.  or  P.H.I. 
visiting  that  city  and  comparing  it  with  their  own  would  see  some 
lasting  benefits. 

Very  many  years  in  which  no  outbreak  of  infection  due  to  tinned 
meat  hud  convinced  a.lmost  everybody  that  tinned  food  was  absolutely  safe 
so  long  as  the  can  v/as  undamaged* 
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Consequently  the  possibility  of  a joint  in  a tin  containing 
microscopic  imperfections  allow  germs  to  enter  and  to  gr ow  without 
any  change  in  appearance  of  tin  or  contents  was  not  thought  of  until 
this  outbreak.  Looking  back,  it  appears  that  at  least  three  previous 
outbreaks  may  have  arisen  similarly.  Nevertheless,  one  tin  among 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  tons  of  meat  imported  each  year  appears  on 
balance  to  have  done  much  good  in  opening  our  eyes  to  the  continuing 
need  for  a full  strength  Public  Health  team  in  every  district  and  for 
constant  receptiveness  for  fa.cts,  irrespective  of  dogma. 

The  other  lesson  is  that  typhoid  fever  which  used  to  have  a 
mortality  of  2C^o  during  the  first  world  war  had  no  mortaility  among 
over  400  cases  in  this  outbreak,  due  to  prompt  recognition  and  the 
powerful  antibiotics  now  available. 

It  is  equally  important  to  appreciate  how  television,  radio, 
and  the  press,  in  co-operating  fully  with  Dr.  McQueen,  were  able  to 
amplify  his  efforts  a thousand  fold.  Truly  a potent  new  weapon  has 
been  forged.  It  is  interesting  to  specula. te  to  what  extent  the 
smallpox  scare  of  two  years  might  have  been  prevented  by  the 
essentially  personal  cpproa.ch  via  television. 

As  those  diseases  caused  by  specific  organisms  come  under 
control  by  specific  measures  either  by  prevention  or  treatment,  the 
need  is  evident  to  study  the  more  protean  diseases.  A high  proportion 
of  chronic  ill-health  and  ultimate  death  in  middle  age  and  later 
derives  from  the  atheromatous  diseases  of  arteries.  These  effect  males 
predominantly,  and  particularly  the  over-weight  ones  who  take  inadequate 
regular  exercise.  Not  tha.t  the  slim  are  immune,  but  their  risk  is 
definitely  less. 

The  increased  use  of  private  transport  ha.s  much  to  answer  for 
in  limiting  regular  exercise  among  community  raid  the  policy  of  cheap 
food  in  this  country  may  have  produced  bigger  babies  - up  to 
bigger  at  a year  - but  it  contributes  notling  to  the  wise  choice  of 
food,  or  the  strict  moderation  that  appears  essential  for  many. 

Commercial  advertising  of  foodstuffs  is  as  pernicious  as  that 
for  tobacco  but  is  inherent  where  overall  control  by  the  State  does  not 
apply.  It  may  well  be  that  addiction  to  food  may  be  more  lethal  than 
addiction  to  alcohol  or  tobacco. 

It  may  be  that  the  medical  profession  are  too  preoccupied  with 
saving  life.  Indeed,  priority  has  been  given  in  the  past  and  still  is, 
to  research  into  prevention  or  treatment  of  killing  diseases  and 
perhaps  less  effort  is  made  by  the  community  against  the  disabling 
conditions,  which  cost  the  community  dearly  in  continued  provision 
of  necessities,  and  the  individual  in  lost  happiness  and  unfulfilled 
aspirations.

It  is  regretted  that  in  eleven  cases  protection  was 
deferred  until  school  age  and  the  children  needlessly  exposed  to 
risk* 
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Control  and  Protection  of  Foodstuffs 

Fresh  food  remained  abundant  and  good.  Apart  from  beef  which 
rose  in  price  during  the  year  to  an  appreciable  degree,  prices  were 
largely  in  line  with  incomes. 

I commented  last  year  upon  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  the 
head  and  neck  of  pigs,  since  when  I am  advised  that  there  is  a 
definite  association  between  avian  tuberculosis  in  poultry  end  in  pigs 
either  kept  with  poultry  or  fed  on  unboiled  offal, 

there  the  poultry  and  pigs  run  together,  a pig  could  make  short 
work  of  a dead  or  dying  bird  and  thus  infect  itself. 

Fortunately,  the  avian  form  of  tuberculosis  of  very  little 
virulence  for  man  and  the  disease  is  thus  more  an  economic  loss  to  the 
butcher  than  a hazard  to  health. 

In  investigating  food-poisoning  outbreaks  associated  with 
meat,  it  becomes  clear  that  it  is  sound  policy  to  advocate  washing  the 
hands  thoroughly  after  handling  uncooked  meat  and  products  and 
especially  before  touching  food  which  will  not  receive  further  cooking. 
This  is  important  and  could  give  rise  to  some  problems  in  certain  small 
and  busy  shops.  Similarly,  the  use  of  the  same  machine  to  slice 
various  cooked  meats  without  stripping  and  cleaning  between  each  item, 
was  shown  to  have  spread  typhoid  in  Aberdeen.  These  factors  were  a.ll 
set  out  in  the  ''Food  Hygiene  Codes  of  Practice"  but  they  repay  further 
study  by  those  in  charge  of  food  shops,  and  all  new  employees. 

The  housewife  too  has  a responsibility  for  the  clean  handling 
of  food  for  the  family,  keeping  cold  food  cold  and  hot  food  hot  and 
separation  of  "unclean"  ra.w  food  from  clean  or  cooked  food  ore  as 
important  at  home  as  in  business  but  lack  of  space  increases  the 
difficulty. 

Water  Supply 

As  from  1st  April,  the  water  supply  of  the  town  was  taken  over 
from  the  Horncastle  Water  Company  by  the  East  Lincolnshire  Water  Board. 

No  changes  in  source,  treatment  or  distribution  have  come  to  my 
notice.  It  has,  however,  been  noticeable  that  the  twice  weekly 
bacteriological  report  has  become  much  less  frequent. 

The  water  is  markedly  deficient  in  fluoride  and  both  the  District 
Council  and  County  Council  have  approved  in  principle  that  correction 
should  be  undertaken. 

There  appears  to  be  no  actual  shortage  of  water,  but  fluctuation 
of  pressure  is  considerable. 
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There  is  now  available  a dual  flush  17.  C.  cistern  capable  of 
delivering  either  one  or  two  gallons  as  needed,  and  effectively  saving  up 
to  2Jfo  of  domestic  consumption.  This  should  be  used  exclusively  in  new 
buildings  and  for  renewals,  and  the  Water  Board  might  see  its  way  to 
encourage  this  by  some  financial  incentive. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

It  is  with  great  relief  that  I can  now  report  that  the  Council 
has  embarked  on  a scheme  for  a complete  new  sewage  disposal  works, 
which  should  eliminate  the  nuisances  to  riparian  owners,  and  the 
River  Authority. 

The  cost  will  inevitably  place  a very  heavy  burden  on  the  rates 
and  one  can  only  regret  that  the  scheme  was  not  carried  out  when  first 
recommended  after  the  war. 


Housing 

Good  progress  is  being  made  in  the  biggest  housing  scheme  for 
many  years.  Anxiety  has  been  expressed  over  the  eventual  rents  of  the 
dwellings,  especially  as  the  local  Service  establishment  has  become 
non  -operational  and  most  of  its  personnel  have  left,  with  reduction  of 
pressure  on  housing.  Nevertheless,  I am  convinced  that  the  normal 
process  of  urban  renewal  wd.ll  absorb  those  dwellings  as  they  become 
ready.
